This Is giving toe 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) tipi about 
friends, neighbors or aiemies they know or 
suspect are not filing h<mest income tax re­ 
turns.Each year the IRS gets approximately 
100,000 tips that Unde Sam is being cheated 
out of taxes. Officials are adept at sorting 
out the crank letters. 
Some tipsters do get rewards whi c h 
range from one to 10% of any delinquent tax­ 
es collected as a result of their information. 
Rewards are not automatic but go only to 
those whose tips pan out and who have filed 
an application and public voucher for reward. 
Last year IRS received 4,402 daintu, but 
allowed oniy 792. Total reward money in re­ 
cent years ranges between $ 300,000 and $ 500,- 
0 0 0. 


The record single reward up to this year 
has be« D 1^9,999.93 and was shared hy four 
bookkeepers who informed on a traneport 
firm executive who had been evading miUioiis 
to taxes through phony subsidiaries to otoer 
ooontries.

W a^gto n (A — The citi- 
lens radio serv ico is a giant 
party lint lo r 8 00,000 Amer­ 
icans. It is also chao s o n the 
kilo ey clo s to the Federal 
Co mmunio atio ns Co mmis­ 
sion. 
Consid er the problems 
that wou ld resu lt a city 
of 800,000 persons -- shou t 
the size of Washington or St. 
Lou is — had only 23 party 
lines for all its telephone 
calls. Then y ou ’v e got some 
id ea of the problems tiie 
FCC faces in try ing to con­ 
trol the citizen’s band —CB 
as it’s called . 
The pro blems began in 
1958 when there were abo ut 
40.000 CB statio ns, mo stly 
business firms, all » ring the 
sparsely 
po pulated 
ultra 
high fluencies. Equip­ 
ment was to o ex pensiv e fo r 
the av erage perso n. 
In 1958 the FCC gav e the 
seiric« 23 chaoneils in a 
wav elength for whk ^ eq u ip­ 
ment coid d be manu f actmed 
at r^tiv ely little ex pense. 
Big Change 
The change was almost 
immed iate and far bey ond 
the ex pectations of FCC of­ 
ficials. Tod ay there are 800,- 
000 licensees and the com­ 
mission receiv es more than 
20.000 applications a month 
—at 18 apiece — for new 
licenses. 
And it’s Mg business. The 
av erage CB licensee h as 
three itito casting $119 la 
$199 apiaca. So ma so urces 
aay CB means mo re than 
$59 millio n y early to the 
electro nics tedastry . 
The reasons for the popu ­ 
larity are the low cost of 
eq u ipment and the ease of 
getting a license. You can 
get into citizens band ac­

They clut­ 
ter the channels and jam 
legitimate co mmunicatio ns. 
The citizens rad io serv ice, 
he say s, "is a commu nica­ 
tions tool to carry ou t some 
bu siness or personal activ ­ 
ity of the Itoensee.” This 
means brief transmisstons 
between a garage, and a tow 
tru ck , a farmer^ wife and 
her hu sband tn the field s, a 
bu sinessman and his office. 
‘Tt d oes not mean one li­ 
censee gassing with anoth­ 
er,” he say s. 
Hard To Solv e 
The problem of the talk ­ 
ers is d ifficu lt to solv e. With 
only 18 listening stations 
and 24 field offices, the FCC 
believ es, "there’s obv iou sly 
a problem of anforceiiieiit,^’ 
ev en thou gh abou t 800 v io­ 
lation notices mrt issu ed 
each month. 
Sinct 1956 the FCC has re­ 
v ised its 
CB regu lations 
twice—in 1900 and 1905— 
both times to eliminate the 
talk ers by d eclaring id le 
chatter illegal. Bu t officials 
say m a ny CB operators 


d on’t k now the regu lations 
and d on’t ev en bother to 
pu rchase cop i es — ev en 
thou gh they are req u ired to 
hav e them. 
The FOC depends largely

However, the monthly eat­ 
ing establishment rate sheet 
given city-county health board 
members Tuesday ni ght 
shows an offenders but one 
corrected their problems to 
cam higher scores in followvp 
fnspectioBS dnrtaig the month. 
These ranged from "fair** to 
"excellent.** 
One of the 26 closed down 
voluntarily. 
At least two of the bottom 
ratings went to downtown 
private clubs, another to a 
hotel coffee shop and three 
to a major drive-in operation.

*This is a strict, high grad­ 
ing system,** 
City-County 
Health Director Dr. George 
Underwood admitted, "so 
a 
rating of 'fair* is 
a good re­ 
port.” 
Food inspection 
f or c e s 
made 2S7 visits to the 185 
establishments during March, 
held 76 consultation visits, one 
voluntary hearing, conducted 
seven sessions of a super­ 
visors* course and operated 
an instruction school for 50 
foodhandlers. 
The city’s 300 or more eat­ 
ing establishments have been 
inspected once since the first 
of the year, about half of them 
twice and some three or more 
times. 
Dr. Underwood said the 
second quarter operation will 
pinpoint major items of san­ 
itation which are causing the 
most trouble in a series of 
meetings with operators. 
He announced a prelimin­ 
ary draft of the city’s pro­ 
posed new food ordinance 
will be ready for the health 
board’s consideration at the 
May 10 health board meeting. 
City-county health board 
members authorized Dr. Un­ 
derwood to send out letters 
to county village board chair­ 
men inviting them to name 
a representative on the new 
Waste Advisory Committee.

By 19 70, the U.S. m ay 
*'lose*’ 1.7 million people. By 
19 75, our population “ loss^’ 
coidd mount to 4.7 million and 
by 19 6 5 the loss may soar to 
8 ,200,000, ac­ 
cording to a 
major 
rev i­ 
sion of popu­ 
lation 
esti­ 
mates by the 
U.S. 
Census 
Bureau. 
Until now, 
the U.S. pop­ 
ulation w as 
Porter 
ex pected to cross the magic 
200 million line nex t Febru­ 
ary . But new projections, to 
be published in detail t h i s 
summer, indicate we may not 
cross that line until February 
19 6 8 . 
Behind these dramatic “ re­ 
du ctio n s” is the fact that our 
b i r t h rate has been in a 
steady decline since the post­ 
war peak y ear of 19 57 when 
4.300.000 babies were bom and 
our birth rate soared to 122.7 
(babies bom per 1,000 women 
of childbearing age). 
In contrast, in 19 8 5, prelim­ 
inary studies suggest only 
3.700.000 babies were b o r n 
and the birth rate dropped to 
9 7.8 , lowest in two decades. 
Last y ear also, there w e r e 
only 4% more marriages than 
in 19 6 4, despite the fact that 
the number of teenagers mov ­ 
ing into the highly marriage­ 
able 18 -y ear-old age range 
swelled 1,000,000. 
What accoimts for the de­ 
cline hi e v Mith rate? U 
tUs a threat to ear ex pand­ 
ing economy ? 
A key factor bolding down 
the new marriage rate is the 
rising educational-training re­ 
quirement for jobs, and post­ 
ponement oi marriage an d 
children. The longer y oung 
women wait to marry and to 
hav e children, and the more 
education they get, the great­ 
er likeUhood that they w i l l 
hav e fewer children. 
Another factor is the draft, 
which is postponing marriages 
in the y ounger age groups. 
A third force is our lopsid­ 
ed “ sex ratio:” this y ear for 
ev ery 10 y oung women now 
18 to 23, the fav orite marry ing 
ages today , there are only 9 
y oung men in the 2-y ears-old- 
er range. 
Coming aoser 
Finally , contributing to the 
declining birth rate is the fact 
that, with the growth of fam­ 
ily planning knowledge and 
dev ices, family size is com­ 
ing closer to the number of 
children y oung couples actu­ 
ally want. Recent studies by 
p r i v a t e and gov ernment 
groups indicate that the av ­ 
erage family today w a n t s 
three 
children, 
about 
the 
number the av erage family is 
actually hav ing. 
Of course tUs doesn’t memi 
that our populatloD ts enterlag 
a phase of stagnation! Far 
from it. Despite the falling 
birth rate, teday ’s “ av erage” 
30 children per 10 families is 
fiv e children more than the 
number which would repre­ 
sent a stable population: 2.5 
per family . 
In the y ear beginning nex t 
J uly , the prospect is our popu­ 
lation will grow by more than 
2 million, the equiv alent of 
the combined populations of 
N o r t h Dakota, Delaware, 
Wy oming, Nev ada and Alaska. 
By 1975, there will probably 
be about 22 million more 
Americans than there are to­ 
day , the equiv alent of twice 
the oomibined population (rf 
the nation’s six New England 
states. By 19 8 5, at total of 
55 milUon will be added to 
the census count, the equiv al­ 
ent of three times the entire 
population of Canada. 
Two-Year Hike 
What’s more, today ’s popu­ 
lation projections assume only 
a two-y ear hike in life ex pec­ 
tancy by 2,(XX), an assumption 
which could easily be toppled

Ley said he d oes n ot fav or 
the right-to-woik laws. 
Ag ainst Right-To-Work 
In reply, Soren sen said that 
he, too, is again st the right-to- 
work laiw, after lev iewin g the 
stu d ies mad e n ation ally.
